‘HEAD OF POLICE BOARD. DIES 


Prominent ‘as Manufacturer, and 
Refused to Mix Business With - 
Political Matters. 


William G. Frye, a prominent manu- 





| Police Commiissioners when Harry B. 
Hawes was president of the Board, died 
at 1:40 o’clock Friday morning at his 
home, 398 Flora boulevard, aged 48 
years. He had been ili for years with 
paralysis. 

Mr. Frye's death was not unexpected 
by his family, who were with him’‘to the 
end. Dr. Robert Funkhauser was his 
physician. 

The funeral will be held at the home 
at 2 o’clock Sunday afternoon, with Fa- 
ther Gleason of St. Margaret’s Church 
officiating. Burial will be in Calvary 
Cemetery. f 

While a member of the Police Board 
Mr. Frye kept a sign over his desk in 
lis private office reading: ‘Positively 
No Police Affairs Discussed in This Of- 
fice.’

The police records show that Frye was 
appointed Police Commissioner on April 
15, 1901, and that he served until the end 
of his term, on Feb. 3. 196. He was 
purchasing member of the Police Board 
and became its president when Hawes 
resigned to contest the Democratic nom- 
ination for Governor with Josepir W. 
Folk.

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—Collector of 
the Port William Loeb Jr. today an- 
tiounced the removal from the customs 
service of 73 employes and attaches of 
the weighing and other divisions of the 
customs service here. 

Among those dismissed are James F. 
Vail, formerly deputy surveyor of the 
weizhing division; George E. Bedell, 
inspector, formerly chief clerk of the 
weighing division; James P. Hyland 
and Joseph O. Carroll, ex-foremen of 
w:/ghing divisions. 

Besides those enumerated, the remov- 
als include 10 assistant weighers, three 
inspectors, formerly assistant weighers: 
one inspector, formerly an assistant 
gauger, and one assistant gauger. 

In addition the Collector states that’ 
since March 8 last, the day he took of- 
fice, he has removed from the service 
for irregularities in the weighing de- 
partment, 18 other offictals, six of whom 
are now under indictment. 

In other.branches of the service he 
has removed for cause 86 officials, mak- 
ing the total number of removals from 
the service since March 4, 73. 

In connection with. the dropping of 
Deputy Surveyor. Vail. Collector Loeb 
announced that the office which Mr. 
Vail held has been abolished, Of Mr. 
Vail's removal he says: 

“The Collector has no proof, nor have 
Special Assistant Attorneys-General 
Stimson or Smith, of any corruption on 
his part, but he was in charge of the 
weighing division during the time that: 
the extensive underweighing frauds 
were perpetrated, and the fact that 
such conditions could exist. in his de- 
partment warrants his separation from 
the service on the grounds of negili- 
gence and inefficiency.”’ 

Collector Loeb, in making today’s an- 
nouncement, added significantly: 

“The Collector -is continuing his in- 
vestgations.”’ 

Six men were dismissed from the de- 
parcment by the Collector yesterday and 
more are to follow in their wake, it was 
announced today. The dismissed six are 
among those accused of taking bribes 
from the Sugar Corporation to make 
false reports on weights and quality of 
the sugar.

NO DIVORCE FOR WIFE OF MAN 
WHO SMOKED AND BURNED BED 


Judge Denies Freedom From Hus- 


band He Declares to Al- 


most Worthless. 

Judge Kinsey denied a divorce Friday 
to Mrs. Margaret Baum, who alleged 
that her husband, Abraham Baum, 
smoked cigarettes after th¢y had re- 
tired and set the bedding afire. She 
also alleged nonsupport and that her 
husband was a vagrant. In her peti- 
tion she sald she gave him $1218, which 
he squandered playing cards at his union 
headquarters. 5: 

The Court held that there was not 
sufficient proof of Baum’s vagrancy, but 
added: 

“tt is to be regretted that the plain- 
tiff finds herself bound by an alliance 
born of her own choosing, which has 
brought so little of expected happiness 
And comfort, but she cannot have a 
divorce because she has been so un- 
fortunate as to marry a ne er-do-well, 
an almost worthless man.”’

Three bodies, those of two men and 
one boy, were brought to the surface. 


| Four others were dragged from the de- 


bris of the second gallery and taken in 
reach of the cage, but were not brought 
to the top. Fifty or perhaps 75 other 
bodies, 
of the fire, were seen in the wreckage 
of smoldering timbers and mud. 

The sad prospect for the day became 
apparent when firemen unrolled a great 
strip of canvas on the prairie beyond 
the main shaft. Here the three bodies, 
which were the first to be brought out, 
were laid. Grief-stricken men, women 
and children formed a @reat circle about 
them, but many turned away, unable

NEW YORK, Noy. 19.—William M. 
Laffan, successor of the late Charles A. 
Dana in the management of the New 
York Sun and publisher of that news- 
paper for the last 25 years, died early 
today at his home in Lawrence, L. L., 
following an operation for appendicitis 
performed Monday, 

Mr. Laffan was born in Dublin, Ire- 
land, 62 years ago, and after completing 
his studies in Dublin University, came 
to this courtry. In 1870 he was made 
managing éditor of the San Francisco 
Bulletin, but two years later removed 
to Baltimore to become editor and halt- 
owner of the Daily wulletin, subsequent- 
ly acquiring full ownership of that pa- 
per. While in Baltimore he married the 


daughter of Judge Daniel Ratcliffe * 


Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Laffan was recognizeu as an au- 
thorjty on wood engravings and Oriental 
porcelain, In 1905 he directed the work 
of cataloging the Chinese porcelain in 
the collection of J. Pierpont Morgan an. 
later the Chinese porcelain in the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, of which he 
was a trustee. 

His first connection with the. Sun 
dates back to 1877, when he became .ts 
art critic. In 1884 he was elected pub- 
lisher of the Sun and in 1900 purchased 
the interest of the estate of Charles A. 
Dana in the Sun Printing and Publish- 
ing Association and became 2 neue of

NEW YORK,’ Nov. 19.—Richard Wat- 
son Gilder, editor-in-chief of the Cen- 
tury Magazine since 1881, and known as 
a poet, author and lecturer, died last 
night of angina pectoris at the house 
of his sister, Mrs. Schuyler Van Rens- 
selaer. Mr. Gilder was taken ill during 
the delivery of a lecture on Tennyson 
before the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation of Orange, N. J., Nov. 2.

Department of Justice has not aban- 
doned the work begyn: in the latter 
days of the Roosevelt administration. 

It was learned today that records on 
file at the department indicate the full 
conviction of the investigators that the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
in part is a monster trust operating in 


open violation of law and in connection 
with the General Electric Co. and the 
Westinghouse Electric Co. 

Three Concerns Affiliated. 
When the work of collecting these 
voluminous records was still uncom- 
pleted they indicated to the investi- 
gators that these three corporations had 
close affiliations with what is now pop- 
ularly characterized as the ‘Water 
Power Trust.”’ 

What action Attorney-General Wick- 
ersham has taken in the case is purely 
a matter_of conjecture. He is in the 
West. 

The case has been handled with 
secrecy, although it developed today 
that the political influence that has been 
brought to bear to prevent the com- 
pleting of the investigation has been 
equal to that exerted in the Sugar Trust 
frauds. 

Documents Show Harmony. 

The Government crossed the trail of 
this alleged trust while at work run- 
ning down and later breaking up the 
Electrical Jobbers’ Association. The 
records show to the investigators an 
actual combination between the Generai 
Electric and Westinghouse people. 
Among the documerits are said to be 
copies of the minutes of the directors’ 
meetings of these two corporations, 
showing their harmonious action, as 
well as the agreement for preventing 
competition in electrical suppiies. 

It is said that the records show that 
the American Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. has some of the same moving 
spirits in it as aid in dominating the 
General Electric and Westinghouse con- 
cerns.

BY SUICIDE AS: 


Educator of U. of 1. Said to 


Have Beaten Wife and 
Hated Baby.

CHAMPAIGN, II1., Nov. 18.—Prof. wil- 


fred Wheeler, first assistant in chemis- 
try at the University of Illinois eng® 
neering experiment station, who commit- 
ted suicide yesterday, nas .een charac- 
terized as a veritable Jekyll and Hyde, 
as a result of developments today. In 
many respects a model man, Wheeler is 


said to have abused his wife frequently. 

Officials who have investigated say 
it was the memory of this mistreat- 
ment that sickened wheeler of life and 
sent him wandering in: the university 
campus with the vial of prussic acid 
with which later he ended his life. 

Officials of the university, interested 
in the career of the chemist, were aston- 
ished today when they were told that 
Wheeler, who always kissed bis wife 
good-by in the morning, recently struck 
her in the eye. When Mrs. Wheeler 
visited her husband at the chemical lab- 
oratory, it was noticed that one of her 
eyes Was badly u.scolored. Associates 
of the chemist jocularly accused him of 
being responsible for the bruise. It now 
is declared that Wheeler, in a nervous 
fit, had struck his wife, and that this 
occasion was only one of many when 
she had been beate~ by her husband. 

Coroner Swearingen held an inquest 
last evening, the jury returning @ ver 
dict of suicide, without prying into the 
motives behind the deed. 

There was an tmpressive scene when 
Mrs. Wheeler opened a letter addresse:) 
to her found in the chemist’s desk in 
the laboratory. When her trembling 
hands had unfolded the missive she 
found only matter-of-fact direction as to 
obtaining his Hfe insurance. 

“Tired of living’ was the only ez- 
planation, 

One of the stories current today was 
that Wheeler was disgusted with mar- 
ried life and his baby. 

“I never want to come back,'’ said 
Mra, Wheeler last night’ before she 
boarded a train. fhe left instructions 
to dispose of her goods and will reside 
at Lawrence, Kan., with her parents. 
Her husband had $2600 life imsurance, 
but little preperty. 

‘‘Wheeler should never have married,” 
said a scientist today. “He was [oo 
self-centered and unocompanionable, He 
Was interested in his work alone.

BOOK REVIEWER, IS DEAD 


He Was 79 Years Old and Hac

The funeral of Thomas Dimmock, vet- 
eran journalist and critic, will take 
place at 2 p. m. Saturday in Alton, his 
keyhood home, from the. residence of 
his daughter, Mrs. Jacob Wead. Mr. 
Dimmock died in St. John’s Hospital at 
4:30 p. m. Phursday, at the age of 7), 


Laving been’ in failing health . from 
causes incident to old age for the pasi 
eight years. 

Thomas Dimmock was for, many years 
one of the most gifted and best known 
editorial writers in the West. His iast 
regular editorial connection was with 
the Missourl Republican, now the St 
Louls Republic, for which paper he 
wrote leading editorials, book reviews, 
critical articles and other matter from 
1869 to 1882, when he resigned, devoting 
himself .thereafter to independent _lit- 
erary work and lecturing. 

For a short time in 189 Mr. Dimmock 
served as city editor of the Republican. 

Mr. Dimmock was largely  instru- 
mental in placing a monument on the 
Alton Bluffs to Elijah P.- Lovejoy, the 
martyr to a'free press, and at the dedi- 
cation of the memoria] in. 1897 he was 
the orator of the occasion. 

The veteran journalist is survived by 
a widow, who lives at the family home, 
42% Washington boulevard.

Work:on River Boats. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I read F. J. Swanson’s letter to the people about 
“River Men’s Hard Life.’”” Having had the experi- 
ence'of one trip on a boat, will say Mr. Swanson’s 
note explains absolutely and positively the true con- 
ditions on these steamers. About thgge weeks ago 1, 
after having tried in vain to get a job through the 
want ads of the papers, went to the Royal Employ- 
ment Co., 1223 Market street, and saw this sign on a 
toard: .“Thirty men wanted tq run on passenger 
steamer; $50 per month and board.” This sounded 
good to me, so with about twenty-one other men was 
led down to the steamer. Not a man in the bunch 
had ever worked on a boat, so we were ignorant ef 
the terrible journey we were going to make. The trip 
which lasted two days and three nights, wag the 
most trying experience in all the 23 years of my life. 
The so-called board was ‘not fit ta be eaten, consist- 
ing of hard tack in the true sense of the word, and 
a lot of cooked flesh called meat. These meals 
were served by negroes on tin plates, without knife, 
fork or spoon, and several times after forcing a bite 
or two down to my poor stomach, I lost my temper 
and threw plate and all against the side of the boat. 

The work is very hard; not alone that, almost ev- 
erything is carried to and from the boat, but some 
stations are a city block, about 300 feet, from the 
landing.. I was for to give up several times, only 
to be cursed by the mate and compelled to continue. 

As a result of this trip I had a pain in my chest 
that does not seem to disappear as time passes, and 
i may be injured to a greater extent than I imagine.

“My husband toid me,’’ Mrs. Niehaus 
said, “that Attorney, Mix and the de- 
tective came to our home in a taxicab 
Saturday nigh€ and told him that 1 
could be found at the Cambridge Court 
with Mr. Doherty. They took him in 
the taxicab to the restaurant, and Mr 
Niehaus entered and found me sitting 
at the table with Mr. Doherty. He 
strutk Mr. Doherty, but ts sorry for it 
now. 

“I had gone to the restaurant with a 
woman friend\. who knew Mr. Doherty 
and introduced us.. Then this woman ex- 
cused herself and went away.” 

The woman declared that the informa- 
tion in the petition filed by the attorney 
in regard to her meeting Doherty at 
different places dat supplied by the de- 
tective. 

Calls Suit Unauthorized. 

“My husband declares he did not em- 
ploy a detective,’’ she asserted. She also 
said that Neihaus did not authorize Mix 
to bring the suit and is contemplating a 
damage suit against the attorney.
